TREE  OF  LIFE  SYNAGOGUE  SHOOTING 


In  a  rampage  described  as  among  the  deadliest  against  the  Jewish 
community  in  the  United  States,  the  assailant  stormed  into  the  Tree 
of  Life  Congregation,  where  worshipers  had  gathered  in  separate 
rooms  to  celebrate  their  faith,  and  shot  indiscriminately  into  the 
crowd,  shattering  what  had  otherwise  been  a  peaceful  morning.

France  entered  the  tournament  as  a  favorite,  powered  by  stars  such 
as  Kylian  Mbappe  and  Antoine  Griezmann,  while  Croatia  was  seen 
as  a  longshot  for  victory. 

"We  are  world  champions  and  France  are  going  to  be  on  top  of  the 
world  for  next  four  years,"  French  coach  Didier  Deschamps  said  after 
the  game.  He  called  the  tournament  a  "beautiful  celebration  of 
football." 


New  York  (CNN)  On  the  46th  anniversary  of  Roe  V.  Wade,  New  York  state 
passed  a  law  to  protect  women’s  access  to  abortion  if  the  historic  case  is 
overturned. 


Twelve  members  of  the  Wild  Boars  youth  soccer  team  an 
their  coach  entered  the  sprawling  Tham  Luang  cave 
network  on  June  23,  only  to  be  trapped  by  rising  flood 
waters.

The  last  of  the  group,  the  coach, 
successfully  exited  the  cave  on  July  1 0. 


"Today  we  are  taking  a  giant  step  forward  in  the  hard-fought  battle  to  ensure 
a  woman's  right  to  make  her  own  decisions  about  her  own  personal  health, 
including  the  ability  to  access  an  abortion.  With  the  signing  of  this  bill,  we  are 
sending  a  clear  message  that  whatever  happens  in  Washington,  women  in 
New  York  will  always  have  the  fundamental  right  to  control  their  own  body," 
said  Gov.  Andrew  Cuomo  after  signing  New  York's  Reproductive  Health  Act  on 
Tuesday  night. 


Not  only  will  the  law  preserve  access  to  abortions,  it  also  removes  abortion 
from  the  state's  criminal  code.  This  would  protect  doctors  or  medical 
professionals  who  perform  abortions  from  criminal  prosecution.  The  law  also 
now  allows  medical  professionals  who  are  not  doctors  to  perform  abortions  in 
62  New  York.
